man they had gained in weight and 
strength and took pride in their per­ 
sonal appearance. To a lesser extent 
this will be tru e of the school cadets 
and developing their physical being 
is certainly part 
of 
education. 
A 
healthy body is necessary to support 
a healthy mind. 
Furthermore, there is the discip­ 
linary value to be considered. Amer­ 
icans have never been noted for re­ 
spect for authority, where it inter­ 
fe re d with their inclinations. Eight 
years as a teacher in

public 
schools brought us to the conclusion
